In Lake Elsinore Region 


Geology classes are leaving Sat- 
urday morning at 7:30 for a field 
trip which will cover about 150 miles 
of travel through the regions be- 
tween Santa Ana and Lake Elsinore. 

The group expects to travel from 
Santa Ana through the Santa Ana 
Canyon, and at this point study 
liesurely the formations and the fault 
line n the canyon. From the Santa 
Ana Canyon, the party expects to 
travel up toward the Elsinor region 
where a study of the clay and coal 
beds of Alberhill will be made, 


On the trip between Santa Ana 
Canyon and Elsinore the students 
hope to find evidence of a recent 
earth movement which Mr. Scott, 
adviser of the group believes will be 
evident somewhere between Corona 
and the Elsinore region. 


After the group arrives at Elsinore 
they plan to travel up the Ortega 
highway to a point where they may} 
study the origin of the lake. 

When the students travel over the 
Elsinore region, they iritend to re- 
verse their tracks down through 
Corona, across the Whittier fault 
line and up Skyline drive where many 
observations will be made. 

The United States Forest Service 
has opened the gates for the group 
to travel over Skyline. The gates 
have been closed to the public for 
‘this season, because of fire hazards.
